Registrations for the Nov. 5 con- 
gressional elections have reached 
a total nearly 1,250,000 higher than 
in the last off-year electoin in 1942, 
according to a United Press sur- 
vey of 26 representative cities. 
The poll showed that actual and 


estimated registrations in the cities 
now total 12,211,767 as compared 
with 10,975,598 four years ago.

hailing this sear's registration ns 
proof they are stronger than ever.

1. What is the -purpose of this 
Initiated Act? 


A. To put every child in the slate 


n a school district which is large 
enough to provide a suitable high 
school education. 


2. Isn't this already the case? 
A. No. In 1943-44 there were 4,1,282 


children of high school age not 
in high school largely because they 
had no high school to attend. More 
than 
100,000 children resided in 


school districts loo small to pro- 
vide any type of high school oppor- 
tunity. More than 176,000 children 
resided in districts too small to 
provide an accredited high school 
program. There were 1,734 small 
districts in the state last year which 
had no accredited high school and 
1,016 of these had no high school 
at all. 


3. What does this Act do?

A. No. The Act itself does 
not 


abolish any school. Thc abolition of 
or continuance cf any given school 
is left for the elected board of Ihc 
people to decide. It is educationally 
sound to educate the child as close 
to his home as possible. In every 
instance whore there are enough 
children to. justify the employment 
of a teacher or where geographical 
factors preclude any other course, 
a school will be maintained. As 
a matter of fact, a vast majority 
of the small schools will continue* 
The important difference will be

after

This overwhelming power of the 
veto by a big nation—which thus 
can prevent U. N. action against 
itself or its friends—has 
made 


Smaller nations dissatisfied. • 
And it has made many private 
citizens jittery about the long-range 
success of aiv 
organization like 
U. N. where so much power is 
held by a big nation. • 
In short, it means a big nation 
can throw its weight round, abuse 
a smaller nation, and bring the 
world close to war without any vear 
that U.-N. can stop it. 
But if the veto power js to be re- 
moved from the security council, 
the start must be made in the gen- 
eral assembly. There's the story. 
When U. N. was formed at ban 
ranctsco in 1945 it was divided into!

There's dispute as to whether the 
United States used the veto once. 
The point is not clear. It's techni- 
cal.In spite of all that has been said 
—and plenty has—against the veto, 
the big powers still want it. Each 
of the big powers, when it can use 
a veto, can protect itself against 
the other big powers. 
There's been ;io indication that 
this government, or Russia or Eng- 
land or France—is willing to sur- 
render its veto power. 
In order to eliminate the veto 


from the council, this would have 
to happen: 
Two-thirds of thp assembly would 
have to approve a special confer- 
ence to decide about ending the 
veto.

Two-thirds of the 51 U. N. Nations

Those are among tlie sludies of 


1,179 suicides and 656 homicides 
among army personnel. 


Caplain Normal Zamcheck, now 


wilh Ihe Harvard Medical School, 
and Murray A. Geisler, an insti- 
tute statistician, said many of their 
findings tended to support trends 
among civilians. For instance: 
About four times as many sol- 
diers over 40 years committed sui- 
cide as did those between 20 and 
29. Civilian statislics show 
that 


Ihe suicide rate between 40 and 50 
is from two to three times that be- 
tween 20 to 29. 


Also army suicides were more 


frequent in the morning, reaching 
a peak between 7 and 8 o'clock. 
This was ascribed in part of sleep- 
less nights of worry. Thus after a 
person has started the day's work, 
the 
impulse 
to 
self- destruction 
slackens. The peak on Sunday was 
from 9 to 11 a. m., probably due 
to the later rising hour. 


However Sunday accounted for- 
the lowest number — 141 out of the 
1179. "Blue Monday" acounted lor 
151. Thursdays and Salurdays tied 
for high with 167. 


The report ascribed the higher 
rale among officers to greater age 
and responsibilities and said 
the 
probable reason for the large num- 
ber of suicides among doctors and 
nurses was their familiarity with 
and access to poisons and lethal 
drugs. 


The 656 homicide cases studied 
presented a picture in some re- 
spects almost opposite to that of 
suicides. 


The maximum age of homicide 
victims was between 20 and 30.

This overwhelming power of the 
veto by a big nation—which thus 
can prevent U. N. action against 
itself or its friends—has 
made 


Smaller nations dissatisfied. • 
And it has made many private 
citizens jittery about the long-range 
success of aiv 
organization like 
U. N. where so much power is 
held by a big nation. • 
In short, it means a big nation 
can throw its weight round, abuse 
a smaller nation, and bring the 
world close to war without any vear 
that U.-N. can stop it. 
But if the veto power js to be re- 
moved from the security council, 
the start must be made in the gen- 
eral assembly. There's the story. 
When U. N. was formed at ban 
ranctsco in 1945 it was divided into! 
two main bodies: the Security Coun 
cil and the Assembly. 
In the assembly there's no veto. 
All 51 member nations have one 
vote. It's like a big debating so- 
ciety. It deals in things like human 
welfare, :?ood, education, labor, and 
other international 
problems.

majority vote makes decisions. 
The security council, on the other 
hand, has the job of trying to pre 
vent the outbreak of war.

The point is not clear. It's techni- 
cal.In spite of all that has been said 
—and plenty has—against the veto, 
the big powers still want it. Each 
of the big powers, when it can use 
a veto, can protect itself against 
the other big powers. 
There's been ;io indication that 
this government, or Russia or Eng- 
land or France—is willing to sur- 
render its veto power. 
In order to eliminate the veto 


from the council, this would have 
to happen: 
Two-thirds of thp assembly would 
have to approve a special confer- 
ence to decide about ending the 
veto.

Two-thirds of the 51 U. N. Nations 


—including the Big 
Five—would 


then have to approve it by action 
of their legislatures or congresses 
or parliaments or central govern- 
ments.

was far out of proportion. 


Those are among tlie sludies of 


1,179 suicides and 656 homicides 
among army personnel. 


Caplain Normal Zamcheck, now 


wilh Ihe Harvard Medical School, 
and Murray A. Geisler, an insti- 
tute statistician, said many of their 
findings tended to support trends 
among civilians. For instance: 
About four times as many sol- 
diers over 40 years committed sui- 
cide as did those between 20 and 
29. Civilian statislics show 
that 


Ihe suicide rate between 40 and 50 
is from two to three times that be- 
tween 20 to 29. 


Also army suicides were more 


frequent in the morning, reaching 
a peak between 7 and 8 o'clock. 
This was ascribed in part of sleep- 
less nights of worry. Thus after a 
person has started the day's work, 
the 
impulse 
to 
self- destruction 
slackens. The peak on Sunday was 
from 9 to 11 a. m., probably due 
to the later rising hour. 


However Sunday accounted for- 
the lowest number — 141 out of the 
1179. "Blue Monday" acounted lor 
151. Thursdays and Salurdays tied 
for high with 167. 


The report ascribed the higher 
rale among officers to greater age 
and responsibilities and said 
the 
probable reason for the large num- 
ber of suicides among doctors and 
nurses was their familiarity with 
and access to poisons and lethal 
drugs. 


The 656 homicide cases studied 
presented a picture in some re- 
spects almost opposite to that of 
suicides. 


The maximum age of homicide 
victims was between 20 and 30. 
\nd the rate among officers was 
>nly one-third that of enlisted :men.

But no man on either side, Demo 


cratic or Republican, dares deny 
the facts stated here. Thus, repudi- 
ation of the Wagner Act would be 
a step toward reform, toward re- 
construction of American justice 
and repair of the damage wrought 
by Roosevelt in the mockingly de- 
ceptive guise of a New Deal for 
Jauor, ramer than reaction ::n vhe 
ugly meaning of that word. 


The mental altitude of the New 
Deal was a startling change when 
it was introduced, and rather at- 
tractive in a way. Roosevelt was 
"personal" and surrounded him- 
self 
with "personal" men, Mr. 
Hoover had been

legal and not given to abusive lang- 


ar.

The New Deal'thought of the in- 
dividual, free American citizen only 
as a microscopic germ working in 
a mass of cheese('or yeast called 
"the masses" oi" "the people" or, 
"humanity." Hitler thought of the 
individual in the same terms in re- 
lation to "the state," and so do 
Stalin and the Communists. 


We saw that when Mrs. Roosevelt 
and Harry Hopkins, who assumed, 
as Mrs. Roosevelt recently put it, 
'direct responsibility for helping to 
run the world,' 'decided that every 
American civilian, man or woman, 
should be put to forced labor and 
foricible deportation from home to 
work in the "war effort." Hopkins 
even had the impudence to add that 
this was not a mere idle thought of 
his, but a purpose of 
a 
govern- 


ment ostensibly governing by con- 
sent of the people. And he wrpte, 
in a threatening tone, "it isn't just 
talk and it won't blow over and it 
does mean you." That was the Nesv 
Deal spirit.

girls here are handling almost twice as 
many local and long distance calls as 
they were just a few years ago. It is in- 
teresting to note how the rapid growth 
of Hope is reflected in its telephone sys- 
tem. 


This record demand for service ex- 


ceeds even the busiest days during the 
construction of the Southwestern Prov- 
ing Grounds hefe. 


As a result, existing telephone facili- 


ties are heavily loaded. Additional equip- 
ment representing gross expenditures of 
$15,000 is needed to speed 
telephone 


service for present users, to provide 
service for those waiting, and to make 
room for future growth. 
i 


New Telephone Equipment Ordered 
"* 


Earlier this year we ordered a new 


switchboard position and sufficient wire 
and other equipment to bring nearly 500 
new subscriber lines into our central of- 
fice here. 


In common with other businesses, how- 


ever, we are still feeling the material 
shortages caused by the war. Copper and 
lead and lumber are still hard to get. 
Too, it takes months to convert raw ma- 
terials into thc complex telephone equip- 
ment *hat Hope needs. 


We're waiting in line at thc factories 


and the speed with which our orders are 
filled will largely determine the speed 
with which we can rush the equipment 
to Hope. 
i 


500 Telephones Connected 
"""^ 


Since the first of this year we have con- 


nected over 500 telephones. Today, only 
23 families in Hope and its adjacent 
rural areas are waiting for telephone 
service. This was done by "stretching" 
existing facilities through such emer- 
gency measures as these: 


FIRST, we are making maximum use 


of party-lines. This enables us to provide 
telephones for more people^ As a result, 
however, we have connected more tele- 
phones to our switchboards than they 
were designed to handle. 


Each day 14,000 local calls are handled 


here—almost DOUBLE the 1940 iigure. 


In the past six years'the number oi lo- 


cal telephones hat DOUBLED—from 1000 
to 2000 station!. 


Six years'ago we had but 15 operators. 


Today's telephone traffic necessitates a 
force DOUBLE that size. 


In 1940, an average oi 188 long distance 


calls were placed here daily. Now the 
average has more than DOUBLED—381. 


SECOND, we are reassigning tele- 


phone numbers almost as fast as they be- 
come available. This allows us to use 
every telephone number on the switch- 
board. 


Switchboards Fully Manned 


At present we have 10 switchboard 


positions. During the busy hours—from 
early morning until mid-evening—there 
is a telephone operator at each position, 
for that is when Hope makes most of its 
local and long distance calls. 


It is the desire of each operator to 


handle yo.ur call as quickly as possible. 
If there is sometimes a delay before you 
hear the familiar "Number, please," it 
means that there are so many calls that 
the operator just can't handle your call 
with the usual speed. 


More People — More Service 


Thus, more people art .getting more 


telephone service than ever before, and 
in the great tnajority of cases it is good 
service. Bu,t it-is pur aim to make it even 
better when we. install the new equip- 
ment we have on order. We look forward 
to the day wheri-werwill be able to offer 
telephone service to everyone who wants 
it, when, wlvere, arid'how hc wants it. 


Meantime, we are 'doing all we can to 


give Hope telephone users the best pos- 
sible service in keeping with record tele- 
phone demand.
